Pors 
was thoroughly unable to do. him justice, from 
imperfect knowledge of his works; and Ds 
Quincey makes pertinent reference to the fact 


| that Anpison, in all his writings, dramatic, 


philosophic or poetic, has neither quoted nor 
meade reference to the immortal bard. The 
evidence of Bsn. Jonson, on the question of 
the royal favor extended to SmaKrsreanx by 
Jamas I. and Exrzapers, is limited to a couplet 
of doubtful meaning ; and, leaving the glori- 
ous tribute of Mirrox oat of view, it 
is probably among the common people 
of. the..century immediately succeéding 
Suixesreske’s time that Sir Wa:ree’ Scorr 
found the main proofs ofa disposition—if 
isch really existed—to idolize the poet. 
Looking, indeed, at the subjects#'in which the 
attributes of his genius were most conspicu- 
ous—in his almost superhuman knowledge of 
the world; in his startling pictures of the 
ghostly “projections of the human con- 
science ;’" in the fertility, yet simplicity of the 
thoughts ‘ which ‘embodied his ‘everyday 


philosophy, and in the unapproachable direct- 
ness of his dialogue—we can find, speaking 
reverently, the conimon, antotored, popular 
appreciation of philosophic truth similarly 
illustrated nowhere else but in the sublime 
teachings of the Founder of our religion. 

The sober, we may. almost say, the subdued 
tone, of yesterday’s Shakespearean ceremo- 
nies, invites commendation on grounds of, 
good taste; first, as bears upon the great 
Memory, we join with the.civilized world in 
devoutly cherishing—and next, as bears upon 
this tragic epoch of our national history. The 
prominent actors in the assemblage in Cen- 
tral Park included such names as we should 
have expected to findthere. The civic au-

The London Conference on the Danish 

The conferenee for the settlement of the 
Dano-German imbroglio is. now. sitting in 
London... It is composed ofthe’ represénta- 
tives of all those Powers which Wert parties 
to the Treaty of May, 1862... But if Federal 
Germany also is not represented there, what 
Soes this conference resemble, save the play 
of * Hamlet” with the Prince of Denuiark 
omitted? Thé Treaty of 18562 was of little 
more validity than so much waste paper, be- 
cause the Federal Diet refused to sanction its 
provisions; and if that Diet declines to par- 
ticipate in the'débates or the decisions of the 
present conference, how can the diplomats 
leffect’ the. object..which they have in 
view? Prussia and Austria are indeed 
members of .the conference, and may 
make what concessions they please, but 
it ts the Teutonic Confederation which is 
the real respondent in the pending dase, and 
without ite assent no compromise on the part 
of the Cabinets. of Vienna and Berlin can 
avail.’ ‘The’ note of M. Drovrx pe-Lavrs to 
the French Ambassador in London, explana- 
tory to the position which France meant to 
take in the Conference, shows very plainly 
that the Emperor was fully aware of the ex- 
istence of this difficulty, and intended to 
obviate it, if possible.. Notwithstanding. the 
alleged revival of the entenfe cordiale between 
the allied Governments, it would appear that 


Naroxzow has no notion of making the Treaty. 
of '52. the basis of operations. ..Were all ‘ 


‘the other Sovereigns disposed to respect the 
provisions ‘of this instrumént, the . mere 
inspiration of His Majesty’s traditional 
sympathies wifh Denmark’ would, of course, 
constrain him to do likewise, But “in. pre- 
sence of the diversity of opinions which exists 
touching the validity ‘of that’ treaty,” it be- 
comes his duty “to examine the. interests 
concerned in the war, without preoccupying 
himself exclusively with the letier of said 
convention.” In other words, the Emperor 
proposes to throw the obnoxious treaty over. 
board, and to ‘substitute “the wish of the 
populations as the basis” of action. He 
would take the business complelely out of the 
hands ofthe diplomatists who have. so 
sadly mismanaged it heretofore, and would 
consign its settlement to the ballot-box 
and the Schleswig-Holsteiners. Now, this 
mode of. disposing of .the .. question 
will certainly not meet with much 
favor’ from Prussie, Austria, Denmark or 
England. The two former Powers will oppose 
its adoption, since it would establish ‘a prece- 
dent which, if followed in their non-German 
provinces, would prove fatal to absolutism. 
While the two latier will be equally averse to 
it, because that, under present circumstances, 


| it would ‘inevitably lead to the dismember- 


ment of the Danish monarchy. But. the 


echeme ‘has been tried in Haly with the 


sanction of England, and has _auc- 
ceeded there; why then should i¢ not 
be alike’ applicable,, and alike suc- 
cessful, in the Danish Duchies? In no oth- 
er way can the objections of the Germanic 
Gonfederation be obviated, and in ne other 
way can the parties most interested—the 
Schleswig-Holsteiners themselves—be con- 
ciliated. ‘The impossibility, therefore, of ar- 

riving at .a satisfactory arrangement diplo- 
matically, may contribute to overcomeé the 
opposition to the Napoleonic suggestion, and 
to secure its author a triumph at the expense 
of England. The protest of the Holstein: es- 
tates against the anticipated encroachment of 
the Conference on the rights of the Duchies and 
of the Prince of Augustenburg, will likewise 
operate not a little in favor of the Emperor's 
proposition, by reminding the Plenipotentia- 
ries that the popular voice cannot be safely 


disregarded.
